Nuestra Senora de Atocha

The Atocha was a Spanish galleon built in 1620 in Havana Cuba. 


It sank in a hurricane, thirty-five miles southwest of Key West, 
Florida on September 6, 1622, at a depth of 56 feet. This 
September will mark the 400-year anniversary of the sinking of 
Nuestra Senora de Atocha. On board the Atocha, they had 
soldiers, crew, and passengers totaling 265 people and only 
three sailors and two slaves survived by clinging to the mast 
protruding out of the water. Also on board the Atocha was 
copper, silver, gold, pearls, tobacco, gems and indigo. It had over 200,000 hand stamped 
silver coins. Since the coins are hand-struck, no two coins are the same. 


Silver coins were known as “pieces of eight” and were measured in 
reales. Reales denominations are 8, 4, 2, 1, and 1/2. One month’s pay 
for a sailor in the 1600’s was about eight reales. Serval attempts to 
Salvage the Atocha at the time were difficult in 56 feet of water for 
divers to retrieve any cargo and then a second hurricane occurred on 
October 5, 1622. This made salvage very difficult by scattering of the 
wreckage of the sunken ship even further. 


On July 20, 1985, Mel Fisher and his crew discovered the broken front 

portion of Atocha. The Atocha’s rear portion remains lost and may 

contain yet more silver coins, gold coins and emeralds. Mel Fisher Agee 
estimated the treasure to be about $450 million in value which consists of over 100,000 
silver reales, gold coins, emeralds, artifacts and over 1,000 silver ingots, 


You too can own a piece of history, on eBay, Atocha silver reales coins are sometimes 
available. Pricing is usually between $500.00 to $1,000.00. Shown here is a picture of my 
Atocha silver coin bought in 1986 from Mel Fisher.
